Whatever arguments may be 
sustained in favor of the use of 
drugs in emergencies, as stim- 
ulants and otherwise, there is 
a wide spread and growing dis- 
satisfaction with internal medicine 
as a system of cure, Many are 
substituting in its place what the 
Germans first named “Nature 
Cure." 

Nature Cure people teach that 
disease in itself is a beneficient 
process to the individual to whom 
it is nothing more or less than a 
cleansing process, which should 
not be combatted, nor turned from 
its course, but should be encour- 
aged and assisted. 

Cure is needed only because of 
improper living or unfavorable en- 
vironment, and the natural cure 
must be in restoring normal condi- 
tions. This must come through 
education and hence the doctor 
must become a teacher. We are 
most of us born healthy, and what 
we shall demand of the faculty 
is that they should formulate the 
laws of personal habit and of en- 
vironment which will keep us in 
that state to which it has pleased 
Nature to call us.
